Autopsy On Strike 


The Detroit newspaper strike is over after den yin jr 
Michigan a metropolitan press for 134 days. The strike 
affected the character of daily newspaper publication 
in every city in Michigan. It was substantially poorer 
everywhere because of the Detroit strike. 
It was the longest metropolitan newspaper strike 
In the history of the United States. It posed questions 
for the people of Michigan and of the United States 
which have not been answered by the settlement of the 
strike. 
Because our democratic government can survive 
only if the citizenry is informed, any serious impair­ 
ment of this process of public information should lie 
examined carefully to determine whether it should be 
tolerated. Michigan’s metropolitan press was blacked 
out through the national political conventions, the cam­ 
paigns and elections, the ouster of Khrushchev, China’s 
A-bomb, the auto strikes and settlements, the change 
in Britain’s government and other events of great im­ 
portance. Tts absence unquestionable affected the elec­ 
tions in Michigan.

It has be-en suggested th a t American newspapers 
be designated “public utilities” in order to give them 
special status of public service that would protect them 
from labor shutdown. The Detroit News in a strike-end 
editorial says “newspapers are not and must never be­ 
come public utilities. That concept implies an inevit­ 
able monopoly and government controls that must 
be applied to monopolies. 
“ Both monopoly and public regulation contradict 
the principles of a thee press, the basic American pre­ 
cept that anyone is free to establish and operate a news­ 
paper within the limits only of prudence, the libel laws 
and business capacity. 
“We admit that this is tantamount to saying that 
newspapers and their employes have a right to destroy 
free metropolitan journalism. But we believe th a t any 
government supervision or control of the press means 
the end of the free press philosophy and the substitu­ 
tion of another kind of institution subject to the phil­ 
osophical whims of whatever political cabal may be 
in control of government.

Acceptance of this attitude, and we subscribe to it 
fully, leaves only responsibility of union leadership and 
the newspaper management as the hope of avoiding 
such long blackouts of metropolitan journalism. 
The two newspapers have a long record of union 
relationship. At the Free Press it extends over more 
than IOO years. Both papers deal with 14 different un­ 
ions and sign 21 individual or joint contracts with labor 
unions. 
“ Beginning almost a year ago we settled with the 
other unions,” said the Free Press “for w hat was re­ 
garded as the best package of increased wrages and bene­ 
fits in recent memory. Yet the pressmen and their af­ 
filiated paper handlers union demanded even more and 
struck for costly added penalties and restrictions. 
“To produce fine newspapers in harm ony with all 
these groups we m ust: I. Maintain freedom to improve 
constantly and compete vigorously: 2. Share the re­ 
sulting prosperity fairly in each of these 14 unions. To 
grant costly special concessions to IO pct. of these em­ 
ployes would have bred labor chaos for years to come. 
We had no choice. We resisted.”

The News editorialized “Because the 14 unions are 
democratic, their leaders face the problem th at any 
settlement with management is subject to criticism by 
some members. Throughout the newspaper industry the 
multiplicity of unions makes it difficult to put together 
a pattern of settlement and invites competition between 
union leaders, each hopeful that his members will get 
the 
best ‘deal’ and fearful lest he 
be put into the posi­ 
tion of explaining 
why someone else did better. These 
are 
the ingredients that make 
for prolonged 
news­ 
paper strikes.” 
Tile News and Free Press, the 14 unions, Detroit 
and Michigan came out of this strike with no more con­ 
trol over the problem than they had when the strike 
started, unless it has taught a lesson of irresponsib­ 
ility that works against public interest and which is a 
threat to unionism as certainly as it is to the metro­ 
politan press.

On Nov. 2 Michigan Episcopal Bishop Richard S. 
Em rich condemned the strike as an “anarchic (law­ 
less) power play by the union.” Ile called on the public 
to “do what you can to end this shameful situation.” 
Walker Cisler, chairman of the board of Detroit Edison 
Un., called a meeting of community leaders which de­ 
cided that the public should be aroused. Advertisements 
in Southern Michigan newspapers read “Gentlemen, we 
have had enough . . .” Copies went to President John­ 
son. to Governor Romney to Detroit Mayor Cavanagh. 
I wo days atter the ad appeared an accord on the 
press manning issue was reached in a secret night meet­ 
ing with the aid of W alter Reuther, president of the 
United Auto Workers. 
I he New N ork T hues said “The settlement term s 
add pertinency to the doubts expressed last month by 
Governor Romney’s fact-finding panel that there ever

But Watson, though evident­ 
ly quiet and calm about it, is 
regarded as considerably more 
forceful and
